The tailor’s trade was only permitted 
lo far as it was necessary for clothing, 
but so far as it or any other trade min¬ 
istered to luxury, pride and arrogance 
it was abjured as “rootless work.” 
Thus they could not be goldsmiths, sil¬ 
versmiths or jewelers. Nor would they 
make any weapon of war. 

The trades chiefly pursued by the 
Moravian Anabaptists were clothmak¬ 
ing, cutlery, millkeeping and shoemak- 
tng. In the fields and in the woods and 
in the vineyards many found healthy 
and happy occupation. Others worked 
as carpenters, joiners, cabinet makers, 
masons, blacksmiths, Cartwrights, tan¬ 
ners, i.addlers, potters—there was, in 
fact, hiu’d'y & useful trade the communi¬ 
ties did not practice.

DID 'IT HURT YOU? 

A Question That Is Often Out of Place 
and Unnecessary^ 

The old hymn in SanfTaylor’s “Orig¬ 
inal Poems” beginning with “Who ran 
to help me when I fell?”-ought to have 
a provisional clause added to it. The 
persou who hastens to help a sufferer 
who has beeu shocked by a fall should 
not say a single word. Of course the 
benevolent bystander is brimful of 
questions: “Where are you hurt?” 
“Have you sprained your ankle?” and 
lastly the insane request to know 
whether yon can fall down a flight of 
20 steps or from a piazza 10 feet above 
ground and not be damaged any more 
than if yon had thrown yourself on a 
down pillow only a foot away. 

Of course you are hurt, ana the nerve 
shook is so great that any sort of ques¬ 
tion, even-if “they” shall fetch hot 
water, is an additional blow to the nerv¬ 
ous system. You are suffering, per¬ 
haps, too much to speak, yet they pelt 
you with questions while every pow.er 
of your body is endeavoring to regain - 
self control. You ought not to answer. 
You'would like to scream that “it 
hurts” a hundred times more for being 
summoned to speak and to diagnose 
yourself. 

All instructions in the line of “First 
aid to the injured’ ’ should begin with, 

* ‘Be perfectly silent when you run to 
lift or help a person who has been 
knocked down or who has fallen and is 
still partly dazed with the tremendous 
shock. ” Let it he for the sufferer to 
say, “Oh, my head!” or “Oh; my legl” 
or hack. He will indicate as soon as it 
is necessary the injured part, but mean¬ 
while you are driving him nearly fran¬ 
tic by asking about it. These simple yet 
important directions do not seem to be 
impressed upon the average helpful 
mind. 

Tact, of all things, is as necessary as 
a knowledge of a tourniquet made from 
'a stick and a pocket handkerchief. Hot 
water, of course, is required for all 
bruises and sprains, bat let it be 
brought without asking. The relief to 
the victim of an accident in having 
swift and noiseless helpers about him or 
her—absolutely silent, yet knowing ex¬ 
actly what to do—is very great. Any 
one who “has been there” knows it all. 
Yet how quickly is it forgotten when 
we run to lift up somebody else and be- 
gii to pelt him with: “Where did it 
hui-G you?” “Are you hurt?”—Phila¬ 
delphia Record.

W. H. Gilbert, locksmith, astrono¬ 
mer, fisherman, scientist, hunter and 
capitalist, is a great fancier of gopher 
meat, and has thought of many ways of 
catching the game.

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Bed Turtles In a Boiling Spring. 

That portion of southern or lower 
California called Hell’s Half Acre 
appears to be situated directly over a 
snbsti„ami of fire, which causes the 
mud and water to boil ’ as if in a cal¬ 
dron. At one place on the Half Acre 
there are over 100 boiling springs and 
hot mud geysers on a plat of ground 
that is not of greater extent than a com¬ 
mon city square. The chief spring in 
this queer aggregation of boiling and 
spouting jets of mud and water is called 
the Fountain of the Boiled Turtles 
on account of its curious habit of occa¬ 
sionally ejecting numbers" of small red 
turtles. 'Thq temperature of this spring 
is 226 degrees, 14 degrees higher than 
the temperature required to boil water 
under ordinary atmospheric pressure. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the tem¬ 
perature is sufficient to boil meat per¬ 
fectly within a few minutes, the small 
red turtles spoken of live and breed 
there just as the ordinary variety does 
in waters of common lakes, rivers and 
other streams. The spring is called the 
Fountain of Boiled Turtles because 
the queer, hard shelled creatures which 
inhabit it have the appearance of being 
cooked perfectly done.—St. Louis Re¬ 
public;

Neverth less, I discover, a great many 
things that I would be glad to give to 
the public for nothing, but I don’t dare. 

I patent these things to save myself 
from defending lawsuits. There are a 
lot of sharks in this world who are con¬ 
tinually on the lookout for new things, 
and when one of them hears of some- 
thiugonew he hustles to the patent office 
to see if it is patented. If it isn’t, he 
claims it as an original discovery and 
files his claim. Then he will turn right 
around and, like as not, begin a suit 
with the man who invented the thing 
for making or using it. The inventor 
will say: ‘But I discovered this thing 
first. I am the inventor. ’ He is referred 
to the patent office, where he finds the 
official claim of original invention. The 
fact that the papers are filed long after 
he made his discovery does not help 
him, for all the other man does is to hire 
a fellow to swear that he made the dis¬ 
covery a month or two prior to the date 
the inventor claims. It sounds ridicu¬ 
lous, probably, but it is a fact that there 
are ofteu races between the inventors 
and the sharks to reach the patent 
office, tne sharks having had early in¬ 
formation about the inventor’s discov¬ 
ery.
